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IPU congress to continue in Seoul 


SEOUL (R) — The current conference of the Inter-Parliamentay 
Union (IPU) in Seoul will continue as scheduled despite the bomb 
explosion Sunday in Burma which killed four South Korean cab- 
inet members, the conference chairman said. Chai Mun-Shick. 
speaker of the South Korean parliament, said in a statement he 
deplored the violence but the Seoul meeting would continue to 
"seek an IPU role in promoting international peace” until it 
ended its 11 -day schedule on Thursday. South Korea has accused 
communist North Korea of trying to disrupt the IPU congress. A 
spokesman for President Chun Do Hwan was quoted in Rangoon 
Sunday as blaming a North Korean conspiracy for the explosion, 
which killed at least 1 9 people. The Soviet Union and ail other 
communist countries in the 100-member union boycotted the 
conference. 
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UAE leader begins 
3-nation Arab tour 


BAGHDAD (R) — The pre- 
sident of the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE). Sheikh Zayed Ibn 
Sultan Al Nahayan. arrived here 
Sunday for talks on inter- Arab 
differences and ways to end the 
three-year-old Iran- Iraq war. The 
Iraqi News Agency said President 
Saddam Hussein was at the airport 
to greet Sheikh Zayed, who will 
also visit Syria and Algeria. The 
agency quoted Sheikh Zayed as 
saying: “We put weight on the 
results of this visit and on the talks 
with President Saddam Hussein to 
achieve what serves the interests 
of Arab nations.” 

GCC to discuss

GCC 
officials said the meeting would 
include discussions on food sec- 
urity. tariffs, participation in Arab 
and world trade fairs and progress 
in implementing a unified trade 
agreement. 

U.S. grants asylum 
to Soviet scientist % 


TOKYO (R l — A 52-year-old 
Soviet scientist. Evgeni Novikov, 
Sunday left Japan for the United 
States where ire has been granted 
asylum, police said. A senior 
member of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, Vlr. Novikov defected 
while attending an international 
science symposium in Kyoto. 
Western Japan. Iasi month. He 
first approached the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry on Sept. 9, com- 
plaining of academic restrictions 
in the Soviet Union, ministry sou- 
rces said. 

Machel assails 
South Africa 

LISBON ( R) — Mozambican Pre- 
sident Samora Machel, on a five- 
day visit to Portugal, has blamed 
South Africa for instability in Afr- 
ica and attacked its apartheid pol- 
icies. Speaking at a dinner in his 
honour given bv Portuguese Pre- 
sident Antonio' RamaJho Eanes 
Saturday night, Mr. Machel said: 
"It is the racist regime of South 
Africa which is responsible for the 
insecurity, for the climate of ins- 
tability and for the threat of a gen- 
eralised war in our region." He 
likened the South African gov- 
eminent to that of Nazi Germany, 
saying it used the same methods of 
aggression, intimidation, bla- 
ckmail and propaganda. 

French pilots back 
Soviet version of 
downing jetliner 

MOSCOW |Rj — A Moscow, 
newspaper Sunday quoted French 
airline pilots as supporting Soviet 
claims that the South Korean air- 
liner shot down last month was on 
a spying mission. The daily Kora- 
semohkaja Pravda earned com- 
ments from three Air France pil- 
ots who said it would be imp- 
ossible for a Jumbo Jet like the 
dowsed plane to flv for off course 
by accident. One of the pilots, 
named as Gerard Camus, was 
cilcd as saying --there can be no 
doubt the whole operation was 
pkau^ed and carried out by Ame- 
rican secret services.” 
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Lebanese army to take over militia fron tlines 

Beirut awaits Syrian 
okay on talks venue 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese politicians Sunday 
waited for Syria and its Lebanese allies to 
approve a venue for reconciliation talks as 
160 paramilitary police prepared to dis- 
engage militia forces in the tense Kharroub 
region. 
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U.S. special envoy Robert 
McFarlane had talks m Damascus 
with Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam. Several 
poUtirians invited to the “national 
reconciliation conference" said he 
should be back in Beirut later 
Sunday to tell them where the 
talks would be held. 

A dispute over the venue was 
one of the factors holding up the 
talks, which were originally due to 
start immediately after the Leb^ 
an esc army and three militias agr- 
eed to a ceasefire on Sept. 25. 

Sources dose to the mediators 
trying to arrange the talks said that 
once the venue is agreed, fining a 
date should be comparatively 
easy. 

In anticipation of an agreement 
still being negotiated by a security 
committee set up to prolong the 
ceasefire, paramilitary police gat- 
hered at their Beirut barracks and 
waited for orders to move into the 


Kharroub, 25 kilometres south of 
the capital. 

If they go, possibly on Monday, 
they will take over frontline pos- 
itions from both the pre- 
dominantly Christian right-wing 
"Lebanese Forces" and their 
Druze Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) rivals. 

The mainly Sunni Muslim area 
has seen the most frequent vio- 
lations of the 13-day-old cea-' 
sefire, with regular shelling bet- 
ween villages held by the two mil- 
itias. 

If the deal goes through, it will 
be the first disengagement of for- 
ces from the lines they held at the 
end of last month's three- week 
mountain war. 

The government had initially 
wanted the army to move into the 
Kharroub, but the Syrian-backed 
PSP. which fought the army last 
month, apparently vetoed this. 
The paramilitary police are mem- 


bers of the heavily-armed Internal 
Security Forces (ISF). 

The aim of the "reconciliation 
conference” will be to map out the 
political future of Lebanon in a 
way acceptable to all the country’s 
religious sects and political views.- 

Prime Minister Shafiq AJ Waz- 
zan Saturday appealed to the war- 
ring factions to end their haggling 
and get down to talking. 

Former Premier Saeb Salam. 
one of the politicians invited, said 
in an interview with the Beirut 
magazine Monday Morning that if 
the dialogue failed it would be a 
real and possibly the final disaster 
for Lebanon. 

Both government and opp- 
osition. Led by Druze chieftain and 
PSP leader Walid Junblatt, have 
accused each other of playing for 
lime in the hope that the talks will 
never take place. 

Mr. McFarlane. who helped 
Saudi mediator Prince Bandar Ibn 
Sultan arrange the ceasefire, was 
expected to see Mr. Junblatt as 
well as Mr. Khaddam in Dam- 
ascus. 

Both Mr. Khaddam and Mr. 
Junblatt have been abroad — the 
Syrian minister in New York and 
the Druze leader in Europe — and 
this may have contributed to the 
delay. . 


‘Iraq Intends to use Super Etendards’ 


WASHINGTON* (R) — Iraq has 
told the United States it intends 
using its newly acquired French 
Super Etendard warplanes to 
bring a quick end to its war with 
Iran, the Washington Post said 
Sunday. 

The Post said the message from 
Baghdad, sent to Washington in 
recent weeks, was worrying the 
Reagan administration because of 
the possibility that Iran might ret- 
aliate by closing the Gulf to Wes- 
tern oil tankers. 

A Slaie Department spo- 
kesman had no comment on the 
Washington Post story, published 
amid reports that the French 
Super Etendard planes with Exo- 


cet missiles were already on their 
way to Iraq. 

‘Iraq has the means’ 

Meanwhile, Iraq’s Deputy 
Prime Minister and Foreign Min- 
ister Tareq Aziz was quoted Sat- 
urday as sayinghis country had the 
means to stop Iranian oil exports. 

Speaking in New York to the 
Kuwaiti newspaper Al Anba'a, 
Mr. Aziz said Iraq "cannot accept 
a situation whereby Iran is in a 
position to continue its exports of 
oil while Iraq is unable to do so.” 

“ Iraq has the means to stop such 
an irregular situation,” Mr. Aziz 
said. 


In the meantime, Iranian Pre- 
sident Ali Khamenei conferred 
Sunday with the country’s navy 
commander. 

Hie Iranian national news age- 
ncy IRNA. received in London, 
said Navy Commander Captain 
Esfandiar Husseini briefed Pre- 
sident Khamenei on naval act- 
ivities in the Gulf. 

There has been no word from 
Baghdad, meanwhile, on the air- 
craft. No mention has been made 
in the press of the planes and off- 
icials refuse even to discuss the 
maner.

Rifaat Assad said to mediate PLO rift 


BEIRUT (R) — A pro-Arafat 
PLO official said Sunday the paw-’ 
erful brother of Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad had promised to 
do his best to raise a Syrian siege 
of Mr. Arafat's supporters in nor- 
thern Lebanon. 

Ahmad Abdufrahman, the off- 
icial spokesman for Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, said 
Rifa’ai Al Assad, commander of 
the elite “special forces" corps, 
had also undertaken to try to heal 
-the rift in the PLO between Mr. 
Arafat and rebels who oppose his 
leadership. 

But the spokesman, speaking to- 
Reuters by telephone from the 
north Lebanese port of Tripoli, 
said that far from relaxing the 
siege the Syrians moved more dis- 
sident Palestinian guerrillas into 
the Tripoli area Saturday. 

On Friday. Mr. Arafat told rep- 
orters he expected a showdown 
within a matter of days between 
Syrian troops and his several tho- 
usand followers trapped in the 
Baddawi and Nahr Al Bared ref- 
ugee camps. 

.Asked if the PLO in Tripoli still 
thought a battle likely. Mr. Abd- 


ulrahman said: "I hope not. But 
when the Syrians bring up two div- 
isions, it’s not for a picnic — ifsfor 
fighting.” 

Mr. Abdulrahman said the Syr- 
ians had given the newly arrived 
dissidents heavy artillery and 
rocket-launchers, which were now ■ 
pointed towards the camps. 

Mr. Arafat started the cor- 
respondence. asking Rifa'ai Al 
Assad to explain why Syria drove 
all Mr. Arafat's men out of the 
eastern Bekaa Valley last month, 
the spokesman said. 

The Syrian move was widely* 
seen as the culmination of a cam- 
paign to reduce Mr. Arafat’s inf- 
luence to the advantage of the 
pro-Syrian dissidents, who started' 
their mutiny last May. 

The rebels, led by Fateh Col- 
onel Mohammad Saeed Musa, 
known as Abu Musa, accuse Mr. 
Arafat of deviating from armed 
struggle with Israel and call for a 
tougher line within the PLO and 
Fateh, the mainstream guerrilla 
group within the organisation. 

In the two weeks since the 
Bekaa campaign, growing num- 
bers of PLO officers and men have 
defected to Abu Musa, who says 


he now controls a majority in the 
movement. 

‘Syria will not attack’ 

DAMASCUS (R) — Syria said 
Saturday it would not fight against 
any individual or group within the 
Palestinian movement. 

“Syria has not fought and does 
not intend to fight any of those 
working in the Palestinian arena, 
whether individuals or groups." 
an official spokesman said. 

The spokesman was com- 
menting on what he called rep- 
eated statements by Mr. Arafat, 
and some of his aides on an alleged 
siege of the nonhem Lebanese 
port of Tripoli. 

“These statements are no lon- 
ger attracting attention because 
they have been going on for 
months without any foundation of 
truth,” the spokesman said. 

“We have said it and will say it 
again that it is better for them to 
tell the truth. What is happening is 
a dispute inside Fateh and Fateh 
cadres themselves are moving aga- 
inst mistakes with a view to cor- 
recting the path of the Fateh mov- 
ement." 



WAFA officials in Syria join rebels 


DAMASCUS iRi — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat received a 
further blow Sunday with the def- 
ection of staff of the Damascus 
bureau of> the Palestinian news 
agency WAFA to rebels opposing 
his leadership. 

A rebel spokesman announced 
the defections without giving 
numbers. WAFA officials were 
not immediately available for 
comment. 

The WAFA office had been one 
of the major pro-Arafat ins- 
titutions left fa Syria as Mr. Arafat 
battled a revolt within his Fateh 
guerrilla group, backbone of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
t PLO) which he also heads. 


Reconciliation meeting 

The announcement about 
WAFA followed the first in a pla- 
nned series of meetings to try to 
heal the five-month-old revolt in 
Fateh. Rebels are demanding a 
tougher political line, armed str- 
uggle against Israel and a col- 
lective leadership. 

The first meeting lasted into the' 
early hours of Sunday and those 
taking pan included Khaled Fah- 
oum, the speaker of the Palestine 
National Council {government- 
in-exDe). all secretaries-general of 
guerrilla groups making up the- 
PLO and members of the PLO 
Executive Committee now in 


Damascus. 

Also attending were rival rep- 
resentatives from Fateh — rebel 
leader Abu Saleh and Mr. Arafat's 
representative in Syria Abu 
Ammar Sa’ad. Mr. Arafat himself 
is in Lebanon.

Brzezinski: 
U.S. policy 
in shambles 

NEW YORK |R) — Former Nat- 
ional Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezmski said Sunday U.S. policy 
toward the Middle East was in 
gtmmhigg and that the future of 
Lebanon was directly linked to the 
Arab- Israeli dispute. 

“Five years after Camp David 
and one year after the Reagan plan 
— both high-water marks of con- 
structive U.S. engagement on beh- 
alf of peace in the Middle East — 
our Middle Eastern policy is in 
shambles,’' be said. 

In an article published in the 
New York Times, be said: “Leb- 
anon cannot be restored without 
serious and tangible progress in 
the Aratt-Israeii dispute. It was 
that dispute that destabilised Leb- 
anon in the first place and pro- 
duced the destructive chain of eve- 
nts of the last year/* he said. 

Mr. Brzezindri said Israeli lea- 
ders deliberately tried to pre- 
occupy the United States with Leb- 
anon to divert U.S. diplomatic eff- 
orts from President Reagan's 
Middle East peace plan for a 
Jordanian-West Bank con-

RANGOON (Rl — Four South 
Korean cabinet ministers and at 
least 15 other people were killed 
Sunday when a big bomb went off 
at Rangoon's Martyrs Mau- 
soleum. the Burmese government 
announced. 

The blast occurred minutes bef- 
ore visiting South Korean Pre- 
sident Chun Do Hwan was due to 
arrive for a wreath- laying cer- 
emony. 

A government statement, read 
over state radio, said 16 South' 
Koreans and three Burmese were 
killed, and 15 South Koreans and 
33 Burmese were injured in the 
blast. 

Mr. Chun, who arrived in 
Burma Saturday at the start of a 
six-nation Asian tour, was on his 
way by motorcade to the tomb 
built for Burma' s assassinated nat- 
ional hero. General Aung San. 
when the bomb exploded. 

The president was not injured 
and South Korean government 
officials in Seoul said Mr. Chun 
left Rangoon immediately after 
the incident to return to Seoul, 
postponing indefinitely the rest of 
his tour to India. Sri Lanka. Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Brunei. 

A spokesman for Mr. Chun in 
Rangoon was quoted as blaming

Pravda brands U.S. policy as banditry 


MOSCOW (R) — President Rea- 
gan's foreign policy was branded 
as open banditry by the Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda Mon- 
day in a fierce new Soviet anack 
on the U.S. leader. 

In a commentary accusing Mr. 
Reagan of hypocrisy. Pravda said 
that while the president had stated 
that the United States warned 
peace and global justice, he in fact 
relied on the use of threais and 
military force on a" worldwide 
scale. 

"The mailed fist has become the 
main tool of U.S. foreign policy, 
its main argument in conducting 
international affairs." Pravda 


said. 

"The I UUper cent militarisation 
of the U.S.. an unprecedented 
arms race and open banditry ext- 
ended to all continents are the ess- 
ence of Reagan’s policy.” it 
added. 

The article was signed by Alexei 
Petrov, a pen-name used to ind- 
icate that commentaries represent 
high-level Kremlin thinking. 

It was the latest in a series of 
harshly- worded attacks on Mr. 
Reagan following a sharp det- 
erioration in U.S.-Soviet relations 
after Soviet fighters shot down a 
South Korean airliner last month. 

"No-one is going to believe the 


U.S. president’s dedication to 
peace, however well he may try to 
perform his new role as the man of 
peace. What are people expected 
to believe, his dove-like cooing or 
his MX missiles’?" Pravda asked. 

Declaring Mr. Reagan's foreign 
policy adventurist and irr- , 
'esponsible. it said Washington was 1 
now frightening and alienating 
‘ both its allies and its own people. 

The U.S. had mounted a cru- 
sade against all who did not agree , 
with American views, and as a i 
result U.S. Marines were fighting 
in Lebanon and American troops 
and agents were deeply involved 
in Central America, the dally said.

Burmese President San Yu said 
in a special statement that he “str- 
ongly condemned the pre- 
mediated and dastardly act” of the 
unidentified attackers. 

He pledged that the bombers 
“shall not go unpunished for 
committing the despicable and 
cowardly act of terrorism.” 

The state radio also said the cha- 
irman of the ruling Burma Soc- 
ialist Programme Party. U Ne 
Win. went personally to the state 
guest house to express his con- 
dolences to President Chun. 

American

STOCKHOLM (Ri - Cam- 
bridge University immunologist 
Cesar Miistein is strongly tipped 
by medical academics to win the 
NW Nobel Medicine Prize Mon- 
day. 

The Stockholm-based Kar- 
olinska Institute, which chooses 
the winner, is maintaining strict 
secrecy as to the identity of can- 
didates for the 1 .5 million crown 
(SI«(uniOi prize. 

But there was a strong feeling 
among academics outside the ins- 
titute that Dr. Miistein. 5b. would 
be honoured for his pioneering 
research in the field of monoclonal 
antibodies. 

The institute will be particularly 
anxious to avoid leaks and present 
a united front after the con- 
troversy which marked the award 
of the peace and literature prizes 
last week. 

The choice of Poland's Lech 
Walesa for the peace prize on 
Wednesday drew accusations 
from Eastern Europe that the 
award was politically motivated. 

The next day a member of the 
Swedish academy broke with the 
hallowed Nobel tradition of sec- 
recy by describing novelist Wil- 
liam Golding, winner of the Lit- 
erature Prize, as "a little English 
phenomenon of no special int- 
erest.”

crisis, Giscard says

PARIS (R) — France’s 
decision to go ahead with 
the supply of five Super- 
Etendards to Iraq could 
spark off a new oil crisis, 
former President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing said in 
reaction to the warplanes 
reported delivery. 

The socialist administration nt 
President Francois vliticrrand has 
dumped a total news blackout on 
the reported departure for Bag- 
hdad on Friday of fisc of Lhe sop- 
histicated jet fighters armed with 
Exocet missiles. 

But informed miliiary sources 
said tlie planes had left the Lan- 
divisiau naval air base in Brittany 
Fridav afternoon and took off for 
Baghdad later that day after a sto- 
pover in southern France. 

Addressing supporters in the 
central French town of \lontlucon 
SaturJay night, sir. Giscard acc- 
used president vliuerrand of ins- 
ufficiently pondering the risk of n 
new oil crisis lor the West. if Iraq 
used the planes against Iranian oil 
facilities in the Gulf. 

“I stress the grave imprudence 
of the delivery to Iraq of Supcr- 
Eiendard aircraft taken from our 
national reserves and destined to 
fire Exocet missiles." the former 
conservative president said. 

He warned that use of the mis- 
siles by Iraq could prompt Iran to 
carry out its threats to close the 
strategic Strait of Hormuz. Ships 
carry some eight million barrels of 
crude oil through the waterway 


daily. 

Tankers carrying oil for France 
and its economic partners could 
also come under fire. vlr. Giscard 
saiJ. criticising vlr. vliuerrand for 
"the risk taken lightly by France of 
sparking a new oil crisis." 

The five Super- Etendards. said 
10 be on loan to Iraq for two years 
from the French navy's air fleet, 
were originally due to be delivered 
in mid-September but the shi- 
pment was postponed. 

Washington. London and Bonn 
had opposed delivery of ihe jeis in 
recent weeks as Tehran stepped 


up its warnings that France and 
the West would face retaliatory 
measures if the fighters were used 
to attack Iranian oil terminals or 
tankers. 

Conservative Paris vlayor Jac- 
ques Chirac, the head of the 
neo-Gaullisi RPR Party and a 
leading opposition figure. Sunday 
voiced his conditional approval of 
the fighter delivery to Iraq. 

" If it is true that Iraq purchased 
these Super-Etendards in January 
l l >S3. then it is right for us to del- 
iver them." vlr. Chirac told rep- 
orters in (he Brittany town of 


Ouimper Sunday adding however 
that he did not have details of the 
transaction. 

" The interest of France and the 
Western world is surely not to see 
the l Iranian) Islamic revolution 
win a victory over Iraq which 
would open the road to the entire 
vliddle East." he said. 

The small but influential leftist 
Parti Socialism Unific < PSU I also 
criticised the decision to deliver 
the fighters as "a factor which 
hardly contributes to lowering 
tension in that region of the 
worlJ." 


Syria defends 
decision about 
new missiles 

DAMASCUS (R) - State-run 
Damascus Radio, referring to 
reports of Soviet missile supplies 
to the Damascus government, said 
Syria had every right to secure all 
necessary means of defence. 

President Reagan said in a wee- 
kly radio broadcast Saturday that 
Syria had received Soviet SS-21 

surface- to-surface missiles and 
questioned whether Syria's int- 
entions were peaceful. 

Damascus Radio said: "Those 
who are keen about peace should 
stop supplying the aggressors, like 
Israel, with further arms shi- 
pments. not prevent those agg- 
ressed upon from obtaining arms 
to defend themselves." 

■■Why should the United Slates 
be concerned over the probability 
of Syria obtaining sophisticated 
Soviet weapons when it gives no 
heed to reports that Israel is active 
in the nuclear arms domain'.'" it 
said. 

Saudis to buy 
Spanish arms 

JEDDAH | Ri — Saudi Arabia 
will conclude an agreement sho- 
rtly to buy arms from Spain. Saudi 
Arabian Defence Minister Prince 
Sultan (bn Abdulaziz said in an 
interview published here Sunday. 

Prince Sultan, who v isited Spain 
'last week, told the Jeddah daily 
newspaper Ai-Bilad the size of the 
deal woufd depend on the ava- 
ilability of arms and “our ability to 
absorb them." 

Informed sources said military 
equipment purchased from Spain 
was expected to include troop car- 
riers and armoured cars. 


Turkey’s massive Ataturk dam worries Iraq, Syria

ISl'ANBUL(R) — Turkey is pre- 
paring m build one of the world's 
biggest dams across the Euphrates 
as pan of a power and irrigation 
scheme that has worried nei- 
ghbouring Iraq anJ Syria and ang- 
ered rival construction companies. 

President Kenan Evrcn is exp- 
ected to break the ground for the 
Ataturk dam. named after the 
founder of modem Turkey, on 
Oct. 2‘>. the republic's titith ann- 
iversary. 

The S4 million cubic metre 
rock -filled barrage north of the 
town ol Urfa is part of the amb- 
itious "southeast Anatolian pro- 
ject." consisting of 22 sub- 
projects and known as "GAP". 

Bui GAP has been dogged by 
problems and delays, mainly due 
to foreign currency shortages, and 
officials say the scheduled com- 
pletion date iif 2 mm is unlikely to 
be met. 

I lie Ataturk Jain, to cost about 
million, is the last of three 
major barrages in the GAP pro- 


ject. 

In what can be seen as an ill- 
ustration of the difficulties facing 
tlie project. Gen. Evren will be 
performing the ground-breaking 
ceremony for the second time, 
having wielded a spade in a similar 
Tash ion almost exactly two years 
ago. 

Upstream from the Ataturk site 
is the Karakaya dam. being con- 
structed by the Italian company 
Italstrada to generate an annual 
7.5 billion kilowatt-hours of ele- 
ctricity from 14Kb. 

The other dam. Keban. Ibbkil- 
ninctres upstream, has been in 
operation since l v »74 and reg- 
ulates the river's flow. 

Alter the planned completion 
of the Ataturk dam in IW3. the 
three dams will hold about bil- 
lion cubic meters of water, a mat- 
ter of concern for neighbouring 
Iraq and Syria, into which the 
Euphrates flows. 

In the latest in a scries of talks 
on the issue, delegations from Iraq 
and Syria recently met Turkish 
officials in Ankara at lhe state 
hydraulic works (DSD to discuss 


the future flow of water into their 
territories. 

Both Iraq and Syria, ideological 
and political foes ruled by rival 
factions of the Baath Party, are 
worried about the effeci the pro- 
ject will have on areas of their land 
made fertile by water from the 
Euphrates. 

Territorial problem 

A senior DS1 official said: 
"Although we have not yet rea- 
ched a sol ui ion. with friendly dis- 
cussions we hope to come to an 
agreement. But Turkey has the 
right to build a dam in its territory, 
just as we build the Keban." 

The importance of GAP for 
Turkey is that it will generate ene- 
rgy in a backward region and irr- 
igate I.S million hectares of mai- 
nly barren land to boost agr- 
iculture. 

lhe Ataturk dam. considered 
the heart of GAP. will produce S.tt 
billion kilowatt -hours of ele- 
ctricity a year and provide the 
main water source for irrigation. 


The dam has from the outset 
been a source of controversy, 
which continued e\en after the 
-construction contract was awa- 
rded to a consortium of three Tur- 
kish firmS in September. 

The contract was first awarded 
in July l^xii to a foreign con- 
sortium, but Turkey cancelled the. 
contract when the firms failed to 
secure foreign financing to meet a 
government deadline and decided 
to finance the dam itself. 

Building tunnels 

Meanwhile, a big Turkish con- 
tractor. Dogus Insaat. began to 
build tunnels to divert the river 
from its original course during 
construction. 

The government caused more 
controversy when it ruled out in 
the early stages of comraci pro- 
cedures several prominent con- 
struction firms. 

Under pressure from 20 Tur- 
kish construction firms, who said 
they expected the contract to be 
given to Dogus. the government 
invited more bids. 


Then it was announced last 
month Lhat the contract had been 
awarded to a group of small -Tur-i 
kish firms — Palet Insaat ve Tij> 
aret. Seri insaat ve Tiraret and 
Enerji-su Insaat. ' ■ 

The group’s bid of S447.3 mil- 
lion was far below previous est- 
imates for the cost of the dam. 

The contract is still subject to 
finance ministry approval. 

Sedat Urundul. a Palet Insaat 
executive, told Reuters: “We con- 
structed a similar rock-fill type 
dam in western Turkey recently, 
although on a small scale." 

He said the three firms planned 
to form a joint venture company 
with capital of 5«Hl million lira (S2 
million) to construct the dam. 

"Although our machinery 
might be considered inadequate 
now. the three companies have 
enough to start work." Mr. Uru- 
ndal said. 

But he said there could be del- 
ays if the government met pro- 
blems in obtaining *2<n> million in 
foreign credits lo finance the buy- 
ing of new machinery not ava- 
ilable in Turkey.

Fateh feud continues m Druze areas

BARR ELIAS. Lebanon ( R r — 
Palestinian guerrillas opposed to 
PLO Chairman Vasser Aratal say 
they are continuing operations in 
Druze-held areas of Lebanon, 
despite Druze assurances that 
they are trying to keep them out. 

Druze leader Walid Junbiatt. 
keen to portray his conflict with 
the Lebanese government as a 
purely internal Lebanese affair, 
has said he is doing his best to 
discourage the Palestinians. 

However, an aide to Col. Abu 
Musa, the chief rebel opposed to 
Mr. Arafat's control of the Fateh 
guerrilla group, told Reuters the 
guerrillas frequently travelled 
between the Druze-held mou- 
ntains and the eastern Bekaa Val- 
iev.

Druze militiamen who did most of 
the fighting against the Lebanese 
army. 

Western military sources also 
said Palestinian units loyal to Col. 
Abu Musa gave the Druze sub- 
stantial help. 

However, reporters have found 
little evidence of Palestinian par- 
ticipation. suggesting that they 
either fought only in certain pans 
or played a limited role. 

Residents of the Bekaa said 
Col. Abu Musa's men were the 
only Fateh units left in the valley 
after the Syrians, who control the 
area, drove out vlr. Arafat's for- 
ces nearly two weeks ago. 

A hotel keeper in the hamlet of 
Jdita said loyalist groups aba- 
ndoned their bases around his

Egypt, U.K. plan military exercises 


LONDON (Rj — Britain and 
Egypt will take part in a joint mil- 
itary training exercise at the end of 
the month involving both troops 
and nava'l units, the British Def- 
ence Ministry said. 

The spokesman described the 
exercise — starting on Oct. 2X — 
as low key. and involving on the 
British side the aircraft carrier 
Hermes and 1 .1*10 Marines. 


The Marines, disembarked at 
Alexandria, will join in 
commando- type operations with 
the Egyptians and the warship will 
take pan in manoeuvres with 
Egyptian vessels when it leaves 
the port on Nov. 3. 

The spokesman said the two 
countries had not carried out such 
a joint exercise for some years and 
that It had no connection with a 


current NATO exercise in the eas- 
tern Mediterranean. 

Sunday's edition ol Egypt's 
semi-official Al-Ahram new- 
spaper said the exercises would 
give the Egyptian army more exp- 
erience in modem warfare. 

The exercises follow joint 
American- Egyptian war games, 
code-named Brightstar S3, held in 
August in the Western Desert.

AMMAN (Petra) — The Exe- 
cutive Council of the Arab Org- 
anisation of Administrative Sci- 
ences (AO AS) continued its mee- 
ting Sunday at the AOAS hea- 
dquarters in Amman.

ONLY WHEN they are out of office, do American officials try 
to speak the truth on the Middle East. This should be an 
established Gad by now, we hope, as there is always enough 
evidence to support it. 

Listen to what Zbigniew Brzezinski, the former national 
security adviser in the Carter administration, had to say on the 
situation in Lebanon yesterday: “Five years after Camp David 
and one year after the Reagan plan — both high-water marks 
of constructive U.S. engagement on behalf of peace in the 
Middle East — our Middle Eastern policy is in shambles. 
Lebanon cannot be restored without serious and tangible pro- 
gress in the Arab-lsraeii dispute. It was that dispute that 
destabilised Lebanon in the first (dace and produced the des- 
tructive chain of events of the last year/* 

Of course, what Mr. Brzezinski said there may be corned, 
but it does not have to be the whole truth, just because be is out 
of office now. In his statement above, for instance, he notes, 
correctly we think, that Lebanon cannot be restored unless the 
dispute that destabilised Lebanon was tackled first. However, 
his talk about Camp David being a “high-water mark of con- 
structive U.S. engagement on behalf of peace in the Middle 
East" is misleading at best and does not contribute to the truth 
about Lebanon in any way. For it was none other than the 
Camp David accords that directly led Israel to invade Lebanon 
and bring about the mess there now. Egypt would tell him that, 
if the man still had doubts. 

But, we must admit that the former national security adviser 
spoke the truth when be accused Israeli leaders of deliberately 
trying to preoccupy the United States with Lebanon to divert 
U.S. diplomatic efforts from President Reagan’s Middle East 
peace plan of Sept, 1, 1982. “Militarily,” he said, “America is 
acting as an auxiliary to the Lebanese army and, politically, as 
a proxy of Israeli foreign policy". And he is dead right. 

The present U.S. policy over Lebanon, and the whole of the 
Middle East, is indeed in a shambles, and this is hardly a 
matter for discussion among those who have to live with it every 
day . However, it is when an American like Brzezinsld, who had 
a lot to do with shaping U.S. policy in the past and also for the 
future, justifiably criticises it that we tend to have our strongest 
doubts about America.

Al Ra i: A role for Romania 

IT IS natural lor Jordan io accord the Romanian prime minister 
warm hospitality and special attention in view of Romania's stand 
vis-a-vis the Middle East question and its unique relations with both 
east and west. 

Romania is a member of the eastern socialist bloc but it continues 
to maintain warm relations with the United States and pursues a 
policy ot neutrality with the .Arabs and the Israelis. This policy 
qualifies Romania to play a key role in finding solutions to the 
region's problems and in helping to establish peace in the Middle 
East. 

The talks between King Hussein and the Romanian premier come 
within the framework of the King's current efforts to re-open the way 
tor establishing a iuM. and lasting peace in our region. The talks have 
dealt with the region's issues and naturally touched on international 
affairs and Jordanian- Romanian cooperation. The talks bear sig- 
nificance. coming at a lime when the Middle East region is witnessing 
rapid political developments and at a lime when the Israelis continue 
to escalate their drive to swallow up the W*st Bank by building new 
settlement* and by evicting the Arabs from their lands. We want 
Romania to help settle the problems of this region, but we ought to 
help in the process. This requires solidarity among Arabs who should 
adopt a unified strategy and common goals. 

Al Dustour: Vet more U.S. injustice 

THE UNITED States is bunching a political campaign over what it 
call* new shipments nt Soviet missiles to Syria. E'en if the reports 
about the new missiles are correct, why should the U.S. try to prevent 
the Arabs from arming themselves with weapons to defend the- 
mselves against Israel's aggression? Why can't the Arabs defend 
themselves trom attacks launched with U.S.-made weapons? We do 
not want to discuss the truth about the reports but we can't help 
wondering about the U.S. campaign, coming at this time. President’ 
Reagan is personally leading the campaign against Soviet arms shi- 
pments i«v the Arabs because he does not want to give them the 
chance to live nr protect their lives front danger or threats of agg- 
ression. 

It is the United States that should be questioned about its own 
actions and about its limitless support for Israel and its financial and 
military assistance to the Zionist state. It is the United Stales which is 
threatening the security and stability of the region and the world at 
large bv continually supplying the Israelis with devastating weapons 
capable of killing many Arabs and to pursuing (he war of genocide 
against them. There is no logic in U.S. thinking, and Washington's 
stand constitutes an injustice and a violation of human rights and 
peace. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Two-faced fury

THE JORDAN Centre for 
Studies and Information spo- 
nsored last week a two- day 
seminar on Egypt's role in the . 
Arab World. About thirty int- 
ellectuals from Jordan and 
Egypt participated in the sem- 
inar with varied fields of spe- 
cialisation. 

The papers presented to the 
seminar and the lengthy dis- 
cussions that followed con- 
centrated on the interaction 
between Egypt and other Arab 
countries in the last three dec- 
ades. An interdisciplinary app- 
roach was adopted, which led 
to underlying political eco- 
nomic. and cultural factors and 
developments. 

The main question before 
the participants was more or 
less, the following: Given that 


Sadat's Egypt became a party 
to the Camp David accords in 
1978 and signed a peace treaty 
with Israel in 197-9 which res- 
ulted in reformulating the 
Arab League system without 
Egypt, and given the dominant 
role which Israel enjoys in the 
region after neutralising Egypt, 
and how Israel exploited this 
situation to intensify its illegal 
colonisation of the occupied 
areas, invade Lebanon and 
threaten, other Arab countries- 
— given all these unfavourable 
developments in the Arab 
World, what is the best policy 
regarding Arab relations with’ 
Egypt? 

This has been a debatable 
issue in the Arab World since 
the official position was taken 


in ! 979 by the Arab summit in 
Baghdad. It was then decided 
to severe relations with the 
government of Egypt, to tra- 
nsfer all Arab League org- 
anisations to other Arab cap- 
itals and to strengthen the eas- 
tern frontline countries, nam- 
ely, Jordan, Syria and Iraq. It 
was also agreed that the boy- 
cott would not be extended to 
the Egyptian people, a new 
formula which reflected the 
practical need of the Gulf cou- 
ntries for Egyptian labour. 

Since no recommendations 
were expected to result from 
the seminar, more time was ass- 
igned to an open-minded exc- 
hange of views than to rep- 
orting. There was no sign of 
confrontation between two 


sides, but a free dialogue and 
thus every participant fell free 
from a predetermined position. 
At the end. ideas converged 
around the following points: 

1- it is not practical to ask 
the Egyptian government as a 
precondition to abolish or fre- 
eze the Camp David Accords. 
If that happened. Egypt would 
have to be ready along with 
other Arab countries in West- 
Asia economically and mil- 
itarily to bear the con- 
sequences of such a step. The 
most clear consequence would 
be an Israeli attack to rec- 
apture Sinai. 

2- On the other hand, a full 
diplomatic rapprochement 
with Egypt is not a prerequisite 
for furthering economic, cul- 



Filipinos organise mimic-run protests

MANILA — Filipinos call it 
“moro-moro" — a kind of org- 
! anised theatrical havoc, great fun 
but not to be taken too seriously. 

Bui after weeks of anti- 
government unrest in which 10 
people have died and scores have 
been injured, moro-moro is taking 
to the streets of Manila, with a 
more serious political purpose. 

So h was a kind of moro-moro 
last week when several hundred 
people circumvented the ban on 
unauthorised street gatherings by 
jogging through the capital to pro- 
test against the assassination of 
opposition leader Benigno Aqu- 
ino and to call for the resignation 
of President Ferdinand Marcos. 

The five kilometre run for Mr. 
Aquino and resignation was org- 
anised by one of innumerable pol- 
itical groupings which have sprung 
up in the wake of Mr. Aquino's 
death at Manila Airport on Aug. 
21 . 

Wearing bright yellow- 
tee-shirts inscribed with the slo- 
gan “Filipinos are worth dying 
for", the joggers mingled with film 
stars and schoolchildren taking to 
the streets for another cause, a 
community service organisation 
called the “Love Bank". 

No permit had been applied for. 


and the only prominent opp : 
osition politician present was 
Agapito Aquino, brother of the 
murdered former senator. 

Policemen looked on bemused 
as the yellow tee-shirts and hea- 
dbands became inextricably 
mixed with the red heart emblems 
of the Love Bank runners. 

The authorities have drafted in- 
a 7H.mid-strong militia to pre- 
■serve law and order and have rei- 
nforced military units in the cap- 
ital following the recent riots, and 
the opponents of Mr. Marcos are 
careful to avoid provoking a rei- 
mposition of martial law. 

Privately admitting that they 
have little hope of persuading the 
president to quit at the moment, 
they appear to be engaged in a 
battle of wits with the gov- 
ernment. their protests taking the 
form of church services, discussion 
groups, press statements and the- 
atre. 

But their ranks are fragmented 
and they share the president’s fear 
that they are being infiltrated by 
extremists. 

The organisers of the jog. mai- 
nly young businessmen and pro- 
fessionals. are affiliated to the Jus- 
tice for Aquino. Justice for All 
(JAJAj coalition of opposition 
groups. 

■ JAJ A is in turn connected, lar- 
gely in terms of individual political 
leaders, with a 12-party opp- 


osition group, ihe United Nat- 
ionalist Democratic Organisation 
(UNIDO). 

Both JAJ A and UNIDO were 
at the forefront of last week’s pea- 
ceful rallies which later erupted 
Into violence. 

A more militant group is the Fil- 
ipino Students’ League, which has 
maintained a tough anti- 
American line in its rallies, mou- 
nted outside the U:S. embassy 
here. 

Its placards and banners reg- 
ularly depict caricatures of Pre- 
sident Reagan and Mr. Marcos 
and effigies of the two leaders are 
regularly burned. 

At one such demonstration, 
much to the students’ delight, 
Agapito Aquino slapped Mr. 
Reagan's effigy and throttled that 
of Mr. Marcos. It was moro-moro 
again — fun. and not to be taken 
too seriously. 

But behind the slapstick, other 
farces are at play. On the gov- 
ernment side, there are the armed 
forces. One Western diplomat 
commented that whether there 
was a reimposition of martial law 
here or not. the military does act- 
ually run the country’s day-to-day 
affairs. 

At the opposite end of the spe- 
ctrum is the shadowy New Peo- 
ple’s Army (NPA), outlawed as a 
Communist guerrilla org- 
anisation, with a political and pro- 


U.S. labour vote subject to variables

WASHINGTON — Backing from 
major trade unions has given for- 
mer Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale a huge advantage in his run 
for the White House, but it does 
not lock up the labour vote for Mr. 
Mondale or even for his Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

Endorsements by the National 
Education Association ^NEA). 
the country’s largest teachers 
union, and the AFL-CIO central 
union group in recent days have 
stirred debate on whether rank- 
and-file mem beta will go along 
and have drawn attention to pods 
indicating that many may not. 

“A lot of people evidently saw 
in the votes a kind of ‘bossisra’ 
issue." said the Washington Post 
in an editorial weighing the pros 
and cons of Mr. Mondale's end- 
orsement coup. 

“They saw Mr. Mondale as the 
hand-picked candidate not of the 
rank-and-file membership but 
rather their bosses’’ because the 
decisions were not based on full 
and direct membership votes. 

A New York Times editorial 
stressed the opposite view, noting 
that some believe the union stamp 
could brand Mr. Mondale as the 
creature of special interests, but 
adding: 

“That sounds more like sour 
grapes than wisdom... would any 
of the other candidates have tur- 
ned down labour’s endorsement? 
Not a chance.” 

Front-runner Mondale is wag- 


ing a fierce struggle with former 
astroaaut Senator John Glenn of 
Ohio for the 1984 Democratic 
presidential nomination, with five 
other declared candidates trailing 
far behind them in poll-ratings 
and campaign money. 

Leaders of the independent. 
1. 7-million- member NEA voted 
.Mr. Moo dale its suppon recently. 
The 1 4 .5 -million-strong AFL- 
CIO look the same step with a 
leadership vote two weeks ago and 
a ratifying vote last week at a con- 
vention in Florida. 

These moves point up what 
labour can and cannot do for Mr. 
Mondale, or for any Democrat if 
Republican President Reagan 
decides to seek . re-election next 
year. 

The clear plus is that Mr. Mon- 
dale’s campaign organisation, alr- 
eady rated the biggest, best and 
wealthiest in the field, will be mul- 
tiplied many times over in key sta- 
tes all across the land, at no cost to 
him. 

The AFL-CIO and NEA com- 
bined can put mote than one mil- 
lion workers into a back-Mondale 
drive, contacting union voters by- 
phone. mail and personal visit 
before and during the primary ele- 
ctions and party-caucus votes that 
start next February. 

The AFL-CIO operation will be. 
guided by a sophisticated com- 
puter bank packed with voter- 
contact information. 

Labour leaders shnrg off uns- 
ourced press estimates that this, 
help might be worth as much as. 
$20 million to Mr. Mondale, but 
they concede it will be worth many 


millions. 

With about one half of all Dem- 
ocratic nominating convention 
delegates to be chosen in the first 
month of primaries and caucuses, 
Mr. Glenn and the rest have no 
campaign machinery capable of 
rivalling this juggernaut on so 
many battlegrounds at once. 

Even so. labour cannot gua- 
rantee decisive union support for 
its candidate in the primaries or in 
the general election. 

The most recent evidence of this 
was a CBS News-New York Times 
poll that coincided with the 
AFL-CIO leadership vote. 

Although its nationwide sam- 
pling of union, members was small 
and had an unusually large error 
margin of eight per cent, this poll 
found Mr. Mondale led Glenn by 
only 34 to 29 per cent when aD the 
Democratic candidates were inc- 
luded and by only 1 49-44 In a 
head-to-head match. 

In addition, only 35 per cent of 
the unionists surveyed said the 
AFL-CIO endorsement might 
sway them. 

Some were quoted as saying 
they did not need to be told how to 
vote, they were impressed by Mr. 
Glenn's space hero achievements 
and considered him the stronger 
candidate against President Rea- 
gan. 

Accordingly, Mr. Glenn has 
made clear he will keep wooing 
the rank-and-file directly, exactly 
the tactic Mr. Reagan used with 
conriderable success in the 1980 
presidential campaign. 

Election-day surveys said he 
won between 43 and 47 percentof 



ibe labour vote in defeating 
Jimmy Carter. 

Despite high unemployment, 
some Republican and Democratic 
strategists say they see signs that 
Mr. Reagan still has strong appeal 
among white male industrial wor- 
kers, many of whom stand for to 
the right on social issues and are 
fiercely anti-Communist. - 

AFL-CIO President Lane Kir- 
kland insists the polls overrated 
Mr. Reagan’s 1980 union support 
and that what inroads he did make 
came about because' labour was 
divided and Mr. Carter was unp- 
opular. 

But many union chiefs concede 
the problem and say this is all the 
more reason to start now with a 
unified drive to bring the blue- 
collar voter back into Democratic 
fold.

Hideous double standards

The Soviet attack on the Korean civilian jumbo jet was a 
’hideous’ act, but the Israelis were the fim ever to shoot down a 
civilian airliner. On Feb. 21, 1973 Israeli military planes 
(American-made Phantom jets) attacked a Libyan airliner which 
was manned by a French crew and had gone off course over 
occupied Sinai, killing 110 men. women and children. 

The United States did not take the issue to the Lfoited Nations: 
nor did it declare a day of national mourning. Indeed when on 
June 5, the 30- member International Civil Aviation Organisation 
voted to censure Israel for its attack on the Libyan 727 plane, the 
U.S. and Dictator Somoza Nicaragua abstained. 

American politicians and the news media are today engaged in 
a hue and cry against the Soviets but kept mute concerning the 
Israeli crime, the criticism of the Soviet act therefore must be 
considered as an American hypocrisy even more than a concern 
. for a human tragedy. The purpose is to embarrass to Soviet Union 
white' criticism of the Israeli attack on the Libyan airliner was an 
embarassment to an ally and to the American politicians who 
support the Jewish state. Decent people should denounce the 
Israeli violence even as they denounce the Soviet act. 

Because of this doable standard of the U.S. and its suppon of 
Israel, the credibility of America is questionable on the int- 
ernational scene.

NEW DELHI - Will India eve- 
mually overtake China as ihe 
world’s most populous country?. 
This question raised by a leading 
Indian demographer. P.B. Desai. 
is unduly alarmist. The number of 
women of childbearing age — 
according to 19KU U.N. pro- 
jections — will be about 4<i per 
cem higher in China than India at 
the turn of this century. Bui the 
same projections show that the 
present difference between their 
respective populations — about 
3 in million in 19X0 — will con- 
tinue to narrow. 

By the year 2«Kin. the gap may 
be 4 per cent smaller. Ext- 
rapolated indefinitely, the Indians 
may indeed overtake ihe Chinese. 
But this is unlikely: India has 
been, until now. only about It# 
years behind China in the rate at 
which population growth is dec- 
lining. Given the changes that can 
occur unexpectedly in relatively 
short periods in population beh- 
aviour — as brought out by the 
largely unexpected decline in 
world-wide growth during the 
1 M7i »s — it would be foolhardy to 
suggest that India will not catch up 
with China in the ability to curb 
births, even though the signs at 
present are not propitious. 

In 1^05-71'. Chinese women in 
the reproductive age bracket 
1 5-4*1 were giving birth tn 1 49 chi- 
ldren per I In those years, 
the Indian rate was li <6. In 1975- 
*t*. the Chinese rate had moved 


down to 90 and India's to 151. or 
about the same as China's a dec- 
ade earlier. Likewise, the number 
of children expected to be bom on 
an average to every reproductive 
woman (or total fertility rate in the 
demographer's jargon) was 5.1 in 
China in 1965-70 and 5.0 in India 
in 1975-X0. 

India’s family p lannin g 

Arguably. India ought to have 
done better. When it launched a 
large-scale family planning pro- 
gramme in the mid-1950s, it was 
the first among the less developed 
countries iLDCs) to do so. China 
did not do so until the early 197ds 
because of the notion that pop- 
ulation growth as a factor holding 
back economic development in 
the LDCs was a capitalist apo- 
logia. The prevailing view thus 
was: “The more hands we have, 
the easier we get things done". 

Starting with the advocacy of 
two-child families as the norm. 
China has since early 1979 cha- 
nged that to one chOd. whether 
male or female. (Incidentally, the 
ubiquitous posters China employs 
in its media blitz show a couple 
with a baby girl). India started 
with the slogan “Two or three, 
that is enough", but has now swi- 
tched to “We two. our two". 

Family planning in both cou- 
ntries has to contend with the 
demographic reality that their 
population is very young. Arr- 
anging the total numbers by age 
groups, the age at which the pop- 


ulation divides into two equal hal- 
ves is 23 in China and 19 in India. 
This means that women entering 
the reproductive age bracket, def- 
ined by demographers as 15-49. 
will continue to rise. The increase 
will be 45 per cem between 19X0 
and 2(Krti in China and 53 percent 
in India over the same period. 

Limiting births 

If they are to turn the ine- 
xorable population tide, both 
countries will need a much str- 
onger social consensus in favour of 
limiting births. The spun in the 
growth rate in China to 1 .45 per 
cent in 19X1 from 1.17 the year 
before is no doubt due to a baby 
boom in 1963-65. but the widely 
reponed resistance to official pol- 
icies among peasants is also a fac- 
tor. New economic policies under 
which 40 per cent of peasant inc- 
omes now come from their pri-: 
vale, as distinct from collective, 
endeavours have given them are- 
newed stake in having larger hou- 
seholds. 

In India, the consensus built up 
■ over years in favour of smaDer 
families took a bad knock in 
1975-76 because of Prime vdin- 
isteT Indira Gandhi's unwise ado- 
ption of short-cut. coercive mea- 
sures. The price she paid in the 
form of a massive electoral swing 
against her in 1 977 makes her. as 
well as all other political policy- 
makers. wary of making stronger 
efforts to push family planning. 
Official spending on such pro- 
grammes. as a proportion of the 
total budget, is still .among the 
highest in LDCs. but the drive has 
slackened because of a weakened 
consensus. 

China in better position 

China is in a much better pos- 


ition to make headway. For one 
thing, it has brought down the 
number of infants dying before 
one year of age to 49. The figure 
for India is still as high as 129. 
This, as well as better nutrition 
levels and health care, explains 
why average longevity in China 
now stands at 6X against only 52 in 
India. 

Moreover, women constitute 45 
per cent of the labour force in 
China, but the proportion in India 
is only 29 per cent. This much gre- 
ater participation in economic act- 
ivity gives Chinese women a gre- 
ater stake in avoiding pregnancy. 

The difference in the economic 
circumstances of the two countries 
is highlighted in the gap in their 
per capita income. 21 per cent 
higher in China in mid-19XO. 
There is more elbow room the- 
refore to offer monetary inc- 
entives. the quantum being dec- 
ided at the local level by what the 
factories and farms can afford. 

In'Changzhou. a city about 2<>n 
kilometres from Shanghai, par- 
ents signing a pledge to have just 
one child are now given an extra 
month's maternity leave for the 
mother. (The same concession 
was already offered to mothers 
delaying the first birth till age 24 ). 
Single children are promised free 
care or education from the nursery 
level to middle school, and free 
medical treatment up to age 1 6. In 
communes under the city's jur- 
isdiction. a single child is to get the 
same food ratio ns. an adult and 
the parents get a private plot twice 
the usual size, as well as prefemce. 
for Lransfer to factory jobs. 

Bigger incentives 

Shanghai, an exceptionally 
well-to-do municipality, is off- 
ering even bigger incentives, with 


extra wages and equal living space 
for single-child families. 

Liu Zheng, director of a pop- 
ulation research institute, says 
that it costs the state over U.S.S 
1. 1(H) in 197X prices to provide 
social overheads for one child up 
to the age of 1 6. But the most 
India has offered is U.S.$2d as a 
one-time reward for sterilisation. 

* Apart from the relative lack of 
resources, the Indian inability to 
do more derives partly from its dif- 
ferent social-political system. In 
China, the costs are being borne 
by local administrative units or by 
employers while cash for inc- 
entives in India comes from an 
already strained federal budget. 
This difference is criiical in rel-‘ 
ation to the old-age security for 
single-child families China is off- 
ering. In Changzhou for instance, 
communes are establishing old 
people's homes and offering a 
higher pension to those with no 
offspring to support them. There 
is no way India can do ihis in its 
villages except by aggravating 
budgetary deficits. 

At least one male heir 

Both societies have a strong 
traditional hankering for at least 
one male heir. Given the 5»:5u 
sex ratio of births and the rate of 
infant mortality, an Indian dem- 
ographer calculates that a couple 
may need to have four to five chi- 
ldren to make sure of one son. 
Since the hankering for a son is 
related not only to funeral rituals 
but also security in old age. the 
bias will be more difficult to ove- 
rcome in the Indian case. 

India is at a disadvantage in 
many other ways. Overall literacy 
is lower — only 36 per cent com- 
pared with 66 per cent in China. 
What is even worse is that only 
one Indian woman out of four is 


literate. There is a strong world- 
wide correlation between the spr- 
ead of education, particularly of 
women, and lower birth rates. 

Status of Indian women 

Clearly, the status of women in 
India is lower than that in China 
despite the same kind of prejudice 
obtaining in both societies. Cli- 
nching demographic evidence for 
this comes from the fact that, in a 
break from the world-wide pat- 
tern. female mortality in India is 
higher than male at every age until 
the fonies. Distinguished Indian 
economist Amartya Sen blames 
ihison'exuaordinary inequalities 
in the distribution of food within 
the family". China has the same 
problem — as highlighted by rec- 
ent reports of female infanticide 
— but it is evidently of lesser mag- 
nitude. 

Given these handicaps — some 
inescapable and others self- 
imposed — ■ India's population will 
continue to grow faster than 
China's. By U.N. projections, the 
Indian growth raie will drop from 
the 2.1 percent in 1970-XO to I .X 
and 1 .7 in the next two decades. 
China will be cutting back faster, 
and its usual hi-year lead over 
India in reducing growth will 
widen appreciably when it moves 
from 1.7 per cent in the last dec- 
ade to i .2 and 1.1 in the next two. 

The end result is that India will 
add 276 million people over the 
Iasi two decades of this century to 
reach 961 million. The numbers in 
China will grow a shade less by 
262 million to reach 1 .26 billion. 
For the first time. India will take 
over from China as the biggest 
absolute contributor to crowding 
our already over-crowded planet 
— People news/ features

A row on co-education 


It seems that the Ministry of Education in Jordan is against 
co-education. It has recently refused this right to one of the 
best schools in Amman claiming that the society does not 
want this. 

This is fine and would not have driven us to raise this 
matter except for the following small details: 

If the Ministry of Education is against co-education and if 
this is a law in the proper sense of the word then this measure 
should be applied to all schools without discrimination, but 
this is not the case. Whilst the school in question was refused 
a licence for education up to the 7th grade (which is really 
not much), there are two schools, one in Amman and the 
other in Naour, which at the same time got a licence up to the 
9th grade whereas a third school had the supreme privilege 
of co-education all through high-school and until the Taw- 
jihi. 

The first question I am asking the responsible persons for 
education in Jordan is, why aren’t all the schools treated 
equally and why is there a double standard of effects? 

Also let us go back to the reason given by the responsible 
persons for refusing co-education, which is: “Society 
doesn’t want it". Well let us give the choice to the society. If 
all the parents whose children are in this school accept the 
system of co-education and will make their acceptance 
known to the Ministry of Education by signing a petition 
would the responsible person revoke his decision? 

I am totally convinced that there are lots of parents who 
refuse the idea of their daughter studying in a mixed school 
and I am not arguing about their freedom of thought. For 
those parents the problem is solved as 90 per cent of the 
schools in Amman would fulfil their needs. 

But regarding those who firmly believe that co-education 
is a healthy way for their children, let us at least give them 
the opportunity to have a few schools for their needs.

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Experts discuss As trade volume expands 

sea fish census, Amman stock 

husbandry today ch 


ROvlE(R) — Fishery specialists 
from all over the world meet here 
Monday to work out strategies for 
managing the teeming marine 
shoals whose ways and numbers 
are still largely a mystery to sci- 
entists. 

Counting and husbanding game 
on land is hard enough, but the- 
problems are multiplied with fish, 
hidden in the oceans covering 
two-thirds of the globe. 

The task of assessing fish pop- 
ulations and setting catch quotas 
was described by Mr. John Gul- 
land. head of the marine resources 
serv ice at the U.N. Food and Agr- 
iculture Organisation (FAO). 

“The main clue we have to est- 
imate fish stocks is the size of cat- 
ches^ but this is like counting bod- 
ies after hunters have been out at 
night in land rovers, to shoot game 
by torchlight with submachine 
guns," Mr. Gulland told Reuters 
in an interview. 

"We can’t know for sure what's 
in the sea. But all the same we 
need to work out policies for cat- 
ching as much as possible without 
running down stocks!' 

Fish catching levels off 

Worldwide catches of fish tre- 
bled over the last 3<i years but the 
increase is now levelling off at a 
time when the growth of hungry 
populations is threatening to 
swamp efforts to produce more 
staple foods such as cereals and 
vegetables. 

Fishermen hauled in some 75 
million tonnes of fish in I ^Sl. acc- 
ounting for about six per cent of 
world protein intake, but the wat- 
ers ot the globe could eventually 
yield up to l(K) million tonnes of 
fish, according to FAO estimates. 

" Die world has no major new 
fishing grounds left to open up. so 
any increase will have to come 
from better use of what's already 
there. We will work on strategies 
for .this fo. two-pajLgcon- 

feyence.V. ufiand * 

The' nine-day meeting a 

technical prelude to FAO’s world 
conference on . fisheries man- 
agement and development here 
next June, the first such meeting 
since the Law of the Sea con- 
ference extended so-called exc- 
lusive economic zones to 2* mi 
miles in December 1 9X2. 

Developing coastal states now 
rule their waters andean fish them 
exclusively if they have the means, 
or else earn money from selling 
licences to foreign fishermen. 

But the simple new border lines 
on the world’s maps belie the 


complex shifting currents, cli- 
matic changes, migrating shoals, 
varying breeding rates and cyclical 
changes in fish populations which 
blight long-term planning. 

Fish ecology isn’t simple 

“ Don’ t be misled by the old say- 
ing that big fish eat little fish — 
fish ecology isn't that simple,*’ Mr. 
Gulland said. 

"Herring eat cod spawn, whi- 
ting eat the herring and adult cod 
eat the whiting, so an increase in 
herring can reduce the numbers of 
cod, even though the cod prey on 
them." Mr. Gulland added. 

The European Community’s . 
tortured attempts to work out a 
Common Fisheries Policy (CFP) 
illustrate the main problems 
how to set quotas which maintain 
stocks but let fishermen make a 
living, and how to enforce the q uo- 
tas. 

Netherlands exceed quota 

According to a French fishing 
trade journal, the Netherlands 
declared a mackerel catch of 
37.WKI tonnes in 19X2, admitting 
ft went 2.<KH) tonnes over its CFP 
quota, yet exported almost 
IUO.H(H) tonnes of the fish. 

"If fishermen in one country 
believe fishermen in another cou- 
ntry are cheating on their quota, 
they'll feel justified in cheating on 
their own catch declarations and 
the figures become meaningless." 
Mr. Gulland said. 

Assessing stocks and setting 
quotas is complicated by the way 
fish mysteriously disperse at 
times, giving the impression that 
stocks are low. and congregate at 
other times, giving the impression 
they are plentiful. 

"There are cases where fishing 
boats come across millions of her- 
ring packed into an area the size of 
Rome, so they report big stocks — 
but that might be the only decent 
shoal in a vast stretch of the«Noah 
Sea.” Mr. Gulland skid; ‘ “ 

Breeding rates vary 

Fishery managers must also 
lake account of varying breeding 
rates. 

Herring produce lOO.OUU eggs, 
cod produce a million, but skate — 
which are now extinct for fishing 
purposes — rake seven years to 
reach breeding age and produce 
only 3*» young. 

The breeding rate factor is even 
more crucial for whales, the most 
controversial of man’ s ocean prey, 
which produce only one calf every 
two vears.

! LEAKY BLAZE CHUBBY POLICE 
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Amman stock exchange to 
computerise share dealings

AMMAN — Jordan’s official stock market is 
to computerise share dealings following a 
massive jump in trading volume since it was 
established in 1978, a senior official said 
Sunday. 


Mr. Ibrahim Balbeisi, assistant 
general manager of the Amman 
Financial Market (AFM), told 
Reuters computerised dealing 
would go into effect when the 
market moved to bigger premises 
at the start of next year. (The 
move is to be made to the Housing 
Bank owned Shmeisani centre, 
where Alia the Royal Jordanian 
Airline is also moving fts pre- 
mises). 

He said in an interview that 
market turnover had grown from 
four million dinars ($11 million) 
in 197X to 12X million ($352 mil- 
lion) in 19X2. 

Turnover so far this year was 
116 million dinars ($319 million). 

The market now has 92 listed 
companies, with another 13 tra- 
ded on the Over-The-Counter 
(OTC) market. Mr. Balbeisi said. 

The OTC market was est- 


ablished to permit trading m sha- 
res of new companies and enable 
proper evaluation of their fin-, 
ancial background and prospects 
prior to their transfer to the main • 
market. 

The AFM is a government dep- 
artment which regulates new 
share issues in Jordan and adm- 
inisters the secondary market for 
share trading. 

It exercises rigid control over 
trading in both market sections, 
setting sLringent requirements for 
financial statements and dis- 
closure of information likely to 
affect share prices, as well as req- 
uirements such as a minimum 
paid-up capital of 50 per cent of 
total capital Mr. Balbeisi said. 

Tight requirements are also set 
for the stockbrokers allowed to 
trade on the market floor, and 
there had not been one instance of

a broker failing to meet his com- 
mitments since the market ope- 
ned, he said. 

The government* s aim in setting 
up the exchange had been to ach- 
ieve a broad-based and viable 
market free from excessive spe- 
culative participation. 

Settlement of share transactions 
is on an immediate basis, and for- 
ward trading or trading on the 
basis of. for example, postdated 
cheques is strictly illegal, he noted. 

Last year’s boom and bust of 
Kuwait's unofficial Souk A 1 Man- 
akh stock exchange was largely 
financed by post-dated cheques at 


massive premiums to cover for- 
ward share deals. 

The market’s collapse left a 
debt mountain estimated at over 
$90 billion. 

Shareholding by foreigners and 
non-Jordanian Arabs is limited to 
a maximum of 50 per cent, and 
new shareholdings by non-Arab 
foreigners require prior gov- 
ernment approval. 

■ Some major companies such as 
the Arab Bank have higher for- 
’eign participation, but this is in 
most cases because foreign hol- 
dings exceeded 50 per cent prior 
to the market’s establishment, he 
said. 

The AFM* s trading day also inc- 
ludes a brief period of trading of 
Jordanian dinar bonds, although 
development of the secondary 
market in such bonds has been 
hampered by the inflexibility of 
the local interest rate structure, set 
by the central bank, he noted. 

•Mr. Balbeisi said there were 
no plans at present to allow listing 
of non-Jordanian companies on 
the AFM. 

This possibility, or some form of 
cooperation with other stock mar- 
kets in the Arab World, might 
arise later, but would require a 
change in Jordanian stock market 
legislation, he added. 


Major property empire nears collapse 


HONG KONG (R) — A major 
property and investment empire 
which enjoyed a meteoric rise in 
Hong Kong is now dead for all 
practical purposes, bankers said 
Sunday. 

They were trying to unravel the 
tangled affairs of the Carrian 
group after its two major inv- 
estment advisers withdrew Sat-, 
-urday. saying they could not fee 
' ahy^prospeci of a rescue man 
being implemented. \ 

The advisers had been trying to 
reschedule Canian’s debts after 
Carrian Holdings, the major sha- 
reholder in the three public com- 
panies of around 2IM1 interlocking 
firms, announced last October 
that it could not meet its obl- 
igations.

The court appointed pro- 
visional liquidators pending a full 
hearing next month. 

Bankers Trust declined to give 
the size of fts claim or any other 
details about its petition. But ban- 
king sources said Cardan's debt to 
the bank was understood to be 
relatively small at SI (1.5 million. 

Theysaid- the financial com- 
munity had been waiting for a cre- 
ditor to take the lead in winding up 
Carrian Investments, especially 
after the arrests last Sunday of 
Carrian Chairman George Tan 
and Executive Director Bentlev 
Ho. 

Mr. Tan. 49. now detained in 
lieu of bail reported by gov- 
ernment radio at 51 million dol- 
lars (S6.X7 million). and Mr. Ho. 
released on bail of one million dol- 
lars (S 1 25.1 mh i million ). have been . 
charged with making a false s la- 
te mem to deceive Carrian's mem- 
bers and creditors. 

Some of Carrian’s creditors 
admitted they did not know how 
much could be salvaged from its 
collapse but said they would meet 
Monday to try to find out where 
they stood. 

“Any hope of a rescue has obv- 
iously disappeared.” one creditor 
said. 


Wardley Limited, the merchant 
banking subsidiary of the giant 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, 
said in quitting as Carrian’s inv- 
estment adviser tha( “there is no 
longer any real prospect of the 


scheme being successfully imp- 
lemented.*' 

The other adviser. Hambro Pac- 
ific Limited, said it considered it 
had no further role to play in any 
rescheduling scheme for Carrian.

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UNESCO quits Salvador 



due to rightwing terror 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — A United Nations body is 
withdrawing from a key El Salvador government 
programme following rightist death squad murders 
and fierce criticism of its campaign to teach peasants 
to read and write, government officials say. 


The United Nations Education. 
Scientific and Cultural Org- 
anisation l UNESCO i decided to 
puli out its adviser to a literacy 
campaign, set up three years ago. 
following the killing of three tea- 
chers. education ministry officials 
saiJ. 

The campaign is seen by the 
Salvadorean government as a cor- 
nerstone of its social reform pro- 
gramme. but right-wingers oppose 
the campaign, claiming it pol- 
iticises the country's peasants. 
One in four people in El Salvador 
arc estimated to be illiterate. 

UNESCO decided to pullout its 
adviser following the killing of at 
least three campaign workers 
since July by the secret Anti- 
Communist Army ( ES A i. the off- 
icials said. 

Aware of the sensitivity of the 
subject in El Salvador, where the 
U.S. -supported government is 


battling leftist rebels. UNESCO 
has made no formal ann- 
ouncement of its withdrawal. 

Officials requested that the 
UNESCO adviser, the org- 
anisation's senior representative 
here, not be named to avoid jeo- 
pardising future work elsewhere 
in turbulent Central America. 

Education vlinister Carlos 
Aquilino Duane told Reuters the 
government might have to aba- 
ndon its programme altogether if 
violent action continued against 
literacy campaign workers. 

With 7 d per cent of illiterates 
living in rural areas, the campaign 
is closely tied to a wide-ranging 
agrarian reform programme bit- 
terly opposed by the political right 
led by Robe no d'Aubuisson's nat- 
ionalist Republic Alliance 
I AREANAj. 

On July 2. the bodies of a man 
and a woman were dumped in a 


hotel parking lot in San Salvador. 
Notes signed by the ESA and tied 
to the beaten and strangled bodies 
said they were ‘‘communists sup- 
ported by the government." 

Hie bodies were identified as 
that of Joel Ochoa, a technician in 
the literacy campaign, and his 
wife. 

On Sept. 1 2. the bodies of two 
men. later identified as literacy 
campaign workers, were left out- 
side the national gymnasium here 
with ESA communiques stuffed in 
their pockets. 

The bodies were buried as uni- 
dentified persons. But several 
days later, the ministry asked for 
their exhumation and identified 
them. 

Since then, another literacy tea- 
cher has been kidnapped by men 
in civilian clothes who said they 
were members of the ESA. They 
released the teacher after beating 
him. 

According to El Salvador s pea- 
sants union, several teachers in the 
western province of Santa Ana 
were seized by unknown men ear- 
lier this month and had their fin- 
gers hacked off before they were 
freed. 


Latin states get mixed rights review 


WASHINGTON (Ri - Rep- 
ression by government forces in 
some Latin American countries 
increased during the past 12 
months, though the human rights 
situation improved in others, the ' 
Inter- American Commission of 
Human Rights (ICRHi has said. 

It named Guatemala. Surinam 
and El Salvador as countries 
where grave violations of the right 
in life had occurred due to illegal 
executions and disappearances. 

it said that in Chile 4ti people 
had died and many had been inj- 
ured as a consequence of rep- 
ression and disproportionate act- 
ions by the Chilean army and pol- 


The iCHR. an agency of the 
OAS. said Chile had not taken any 
ste ps to clari fy the q uest ion of mis- 
sing people, but the commission 
was pleased the government had 
allowed more than 3.1 kmi exiles to 
return home. 


Argentina had not solved any of 
the thousands of cases of “dis- 
appeared" people and the amn- 
esty law would make it impossible 
to determine responsibility for 
those who vanished, the report 
saiJ. 


The commission praised the 
Bolivian government of President 


Hernan Siles Suazo for inv- 
estigating the fate of l3t> people 
who disappeared during the pre- 
vious military government. 

Political dissidents continued to 
be abused and arrested arbitrarily 
in Nicaragua and opposition lea- 
ders in Paraguay also continued to 
be detained without charges for 
indefinite periods, the commission 
said. 

Complaints about mal- 
treatment of detainees in Uruguay 
had reached the commission after 
recent demonstrations, it said, 
expressing concern about hun- 
dreds detained having already 
served their semences. 


Soviet naval build-up threatens 


Asian security, U.S.' alleges 


BANGKOK ( R i - U.S. Ass- 
istant Secretary of Defence Ric- 
hard Armitage has said a dramatic 
expansion of Soviet military 
power in the eastern Pacific is an 
ominous development. 

In an interview with a Bangkok 
Post reporter in Washington, pub- 
lished Sunday. Armitage que- 
stioned the Soviet need for such a 
large Pacific Fleet: 
mmhhis is not just for defence. 
I his is to enable them to project 
power, showing their single- 


minded dedication to hegemony. 
Soviet military might is to back up 
this intent." 

Asked whether the Soviet 
Union or China posed the greater 
threat to Asian security, vlr. Arm- 
itage said: “It is clear the Soviets 
arc the real threat because they 
are engaged in massive expansion 
of their military power." 

vlr. Armitage said after the lull 
of the Indochinese countries to the 
communists in 1V75 Thailand had 
assumed enormous importance. 


U.S. medical 
exam papers

Q-— I am told that I cannot 
play a five-card major 
system unless I also use a 
forcing no tramp response. Is 
this really so? If it is, what 
exactly is a forcing no trump 
response and why do I need 
it? — R. Maxwell, Silver 
Spring, Md. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 

A. — You have been partially 
misinformed. You can play a 
five-card major system 
without using a forcing no 
trump response. However, to 
get maximum efficiency from 
your methods, you do need a 
comprehensive system that 
includes the forcing no trump 
response and several other 
little gimmicks that go along 
with it. 

The cornerstone of 
methods using a forcing no 
trump response is this cor- 
ollary: all two-over-one 
responses are virtually forc- 
ing to game. The forcing no 
trump response is used to 
pick up the slack for many 
hands in the 10-12 point 
range that are now difficult 
to bid because they no longer 
qualify for a two-level 
response. 

Perhaps the most useful 
aspect of the forcing no 
trump response is that it 
allows you to differentiate 
between courtesy raises of 
partner's major suit and 
raises on relatively sound 
values. Also, between invita- 
tional and forcing raises of 
partner's suit with four 
trumps and those with only 
three trumps. 

Most players who have 
adopted forcing no trump 
responses to five-card major 
openings also play that dou- 
ble raises of partner's suit 
are limit bids, i.e., they shojL 


10-12 points and can be pass- 
ed. 

To illustrate how this in- 
tegrated system works, sup- 
pose that partner opens one 
spade and you hold: 

a) 4KJxx^AzOQxxfxm 

b) 4KJxVAxOQm4nxx 


Both hands are worth 11 
points, counting distribution. 
But there is no doubt that the 
second hand is the weaker of 
the two, because it has only 
three-card support for part- 
ner’s suit instead of four. You 
can advise partner of the dif- 
ference by jumping to three 
spades on the first. With 
hand b) you first respond 
with a forcing no trump and 
then jump to three spades at 
your next turn. 

Similarly, suppose yon 
hold the following and part- 
ner opens one spade: 
cl <7Kxxx Oxx 4Jn 

d| +KJxx'?Axxx Oxx 4 xxx 

With hand c) you would 
like to raise partner with 
your four trumps in an effort 
to keep the opponents out of 
the bidding, but you would 
not like partner to bid again 
— he needs a magic hand if 
your side is to make a game. 
However, band d) is a sound 
raise and game is not unlike- 
ly if partner has a good hand. 
Again you can differentiate 
between the two by raising 
to two spades on d), but first 
bidding the forcing no trump 
and then correcting to two 
spades with c). 

We have barely touched on 
the ramifications of the forc- 
ing no trump structure. It is 
a complicated method that 
needs considerable partner- 
ship understanding. Using it 
before you understand it 
properly could lead to more 
/trouble than it is worth.

Dr. Raymond Casteriine. vice- 
president in charge of operations 
at the Philadelphia-based edu- 
cation commission for foreign 
medical graduates, said Sunday 
the commission had evidence that 
at least 4.ocki medical graduates 
or physicians licensed abroad had 
had access to copies of the test at 
least iwo weeks in advance. 

The written test is administered 
every six monihs at 15d centres 
around the world to the I X.trtHJ to 
25. t hid' foreign-trained applicants, 
including Americans, who ann- 
ually seek internships and res- 
idencies at U.S. hospitals. 

Dr. Casteriine said the com- 
mission had written all I7.6UU 
candidates telling them they 
would have lo take a new exam at 
a date to be fixed later. 

He told Reuters in a telephone 
interview from his suburban Phi- 
ladelphia home that whoever stole 
the master test and made and sold 
copies had made millions of dol- 
lars. 

He said copies of the Lest sold 
tor as much asS5(UHHi each in the 
first two weeks before the exa- 
mination. and for a minimum of 
S5»» on the eve of the test. 

Dr. Casteriine said it would not 
be easy to find the culprits. Of the 
17.6011 test-takers, he said, the 
commission had narrowed down 
the number of suspects to the 
in.* mi j who look the exam a i med- 
ical schools in the United States. 
Canada, Mexico and the Car- 
ibbean. 

"It appears." he said. “that cop- 
ies of the test were restricted to 
4.1 ii mi members among this group, 
and not among students taking the 
exam in other worldwide centres." 

However, he said at! 17,6*«i 
would have to take a new exam. 

Dr. Casteriine' s commission is 
charged by seven national medical 
organisations.including the Ame- 
rican vledical Association and the 
federation of state licensing boa- 
rds. with evaluating all foreign 
medical graduates who want to 
lake further training in the United 
States.

Spanish, Colombian 
leaders discuss crisis 


vlADRID (Ri — Spanish Prime 
vlinister Felipe Gonzalez dis- 
cussed the Central American crisis 
with Colombian President Bel- 
isario Beiancur and ex- 
Venezuelan President Carlos 
Andres Perez here early Sunday, 
officials said. 

The meeting, which took place 
at Barajas Airport shortly before 
Betancur tlew home at the end of 
an official visit, was one of a series 
on the crisis being held in Spain. 

vlr. Betancur had earlier con- 
ferred with U.S. presidential 
envoy for Central America Ric- 
hard Stone who laLer left for 
Rome. 

Nicaraguan interior minister. 


Tomas Borge. was also in Spain 
and was Sunday expected to meet 
Andres Perez and possibly some 
Spanish leaders. 

Spanish officials said the aim of 
vlr. Gonzalez's meeting was to 
underline Madrid's support for 
the so-called Comadora peace ini- 
tiative in Central America thr- 
ough which Colombia. Panama. 
Mexico and Venezuela are trying 
to promote a negotiated peace. 

The Colombian president also 
met representatives of his cou- 
ntry’s vl-H guerrilla movement in 
Madrid in a further effort to per- 
suade them to lay down their 
arms, the authoritative Spanish 
newspaper El Pais reported. 


LONDON (Rj — Spain arrested 
and deported an Argentine und- 
erwater sabotage team intending 
to blow up British ammunition 
. and fuel dumps in Gibraltar dur- 
ing last years Falklands War. acc- 
ording to the Sunday Times new- 
spaper. 

In a story in its Sunday edition, 
the paper said the planned raid on 
the strategically vital Med- 
iterranean colony would have cau- 
se J havoc to Britain's naval supply 
lines in the conflict with Arg- 
entina. 

A prime target was a fuel dump 
which vessels used to top up for 
the journey to the South Atlantic. 
Secondary" targets were any war- 
ships in the rock colony and the 
airfield, an important bridge bet- 
ween Britain and a staging post on 
Ascension Island, the paper said. 

The Sunday Times said its 
"highly-placed sources" included 
a senior army officer in another 
British colony who was ordered to 
increase security when the pla- 
nned raid on Gibraltar was dis- 
covered. 

Another high-ranking officer 
who had access to intelligence inf- 
ormation. independently con- 
firmed the Argentinian team's 
plans but the British Foreign Off- 
ice said it knew nothing of the inc- 
ident. the paper said. The officer’s 
nationality was not given in the 
report. 


The team of four civilians, act- 
ing under the control of the Arg- 
entine navy, arrived at Madrid's 
Brajas Airport early in May last ; 
year, said the newspaper quoting ' 
sources in London and Buenos 
Aires. 

“Their mission was to purchase : 
arms, limpet mines, plastic exp- 
losive and underwater swimming 
gear — ail freely available off the 
shelf from arms dealers in Spain." 
the paper said. 

They were to penetrate Gib- 
raltar's defences, preferably by 
swimming the 1 .6 kilometres from 
the border town of La Linea. and 
attack the oil storage depoL the 
magaziae. shipping and the frigate 
Ariadne which was known to 
berth regularly in the dock, it 
added. 

“But the four were intercepted 
by the Spanish authorities — pro- 
bably the army in the town of San 
Roque." 

The Sunday Times added Lhai 
the men. fully equipped for their 
expedition according to British 
sources, were detained for a few 
days and then, despite protests 
from Buenos Aires, deponed 
back to the Argentine capital. 

"The decision caused a senior 
diplomatic rift between Spain and 
the then military junta in Arg- 
entina at a time when Spain was 
ostensibly giv ing moral suppon to 
the Buenos Aires regime." the 
paper said.

Thatcher’s conference 


BLACKPOOL. England ( R i — A 
sex scandal and disgruntled mut- 
terings about British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher’s “iron 
lady" image overshadow her gov- 
ernment on the eve of a party con- 
ference meant to glorify her ele- 
ction victory. 

Mrs. Thatcher’s Conservative 
Party gathers in this nonhem sea- 
side reson Monday for its cen- 
tenary conference. 

The four-day meeting, which 
formally opens on Tuesday, was 
intended to be a celebration of the 
electoral landslide on June 9 that 
returned her right-wing adm- 
inistration to power for a second 
term. 

But now the confident, festive 
air of ihe party in the afterglow of 
its most resounding electoral vic- 
tory since 1935 has been spoilt. 

Rare rumblings of criticism and 
dissent from within Conservative 
Party ranks have suddenly been 
heard. 

And the government has been 


stunned by a sex scandal that thr- 
eatens to remove from office Mrs. 
Thatcher's closest and most tru- 
sted lieutenant.

Pijuan and 1 2-year-old Christina 
Aquino shovelled piles of anti- 
government confetti, mostly tom 
newspapers and shredded yellow 
pages of telephone directories, 
into sacks on Ayala Avenue, the 
main street of Makati. 

“We had to use our hands." 
Christina said. “It was really dirty 
and the papers were all wet from 
the rain. 1 guess 1 worked for two 
and a half hours. 

“1 did it because the streets 
were a real mess and no one was 
cleaning it up. so I went along with 
friends and some cousins of- 
.mine." she told Reuters. 

Makati, the financial and com- 
mercial he an of Manila, has been 
the scene of several anti- 
government demonstrations and 
riots since Sen. Aquino's murder 
at Manila Airport in August. 

In an apparently conciliatory 
gesture designed to reduce ten- 
sion. Mr. Marcos has pulled sec- 
urity forces, including traffic pol- 
ice. out of the area.

Pakistan’s educated women join forces 


to oppose Gen. Zia’s eccentric rule

PEKING (Rl — Only a small 
handful of China's 40 million 
Communist Party members wiU be 
expelled in a long-awaited drive 
against corruption and ultra-leftist 
influence due to start this month, a 
top Chinese commentator said 
Sunday. 


An Zhiguo. political editor of 
the weekly Peking Review, said in 
a commentary that pilot cam- 
paigns in selected areas “show 
that the overwhelming majority of 
party members either are well- 
qualified or can become qualified 
party members through edu- 
cation. 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistani 
women have stepped up their pro- 
tests against the military regime's 
lslamisation drive following the 
public Dogging of a widow for adu- 
ltery and reports that their court 
testimony would soon be wonh 
only half that of a man. 

Women's groups in the Punjab 
Province cities of Islamabad and 
Lahore have condemned as bar- 
baric the I 5 lashes deah out to a 
widow before a crowd of 5.0(H) in 
a remote village in Punjab pro- 
vince iwo weeks ago. 


‘‘Only a small handful will be 
expelled from the party. This has 
once again proved that rumours 
abroad that party consolidation 
will be a ‘great purge' are gro- 
undless." he added. 

The official commentator did 
not confirm recent reports that 
members would be required lo 
turn in their party cards and sub- 
mit to a re-registration process. 


A small group also picketed the 
governor's house in Lahore, den- 
ouncing the flogging as shameful 
and rejecting expected changes in 
their legal rights. 

The small but vocal minority of 
women activists in Pakistan say 
ihey fear a federal cabinet meeting 
will approve a draft law on legal 
evidence making a man's tes- 
timony equal to that of two 
women. 


The “rectification drive", to be 
launched at a plenary session of 
the party’s central commiuee in 
the next few days, has been pla- 
nned by the moderate leadership 
around Deng Xiaoping. 


Women clashed with police in 
Lahore last February during a 
surprisingly violent dem- 
onstration as the law was first deb- 
ated in the Federal council, a mar- 
tial law parliament made up alm- 
ost solely of President Moh- 
ammad Zia U) Haq’s supporters. 


Although they have not for- 
mally joined a current opposition 
drive for immediate elections, 
se ve ral wo men’ s gro ups have bee □ 
more active recently as discontent 
with Gen. Zia’s six-year military 
rule increases. 

The spark this time came when 
Lai Mai.a35-year-oIdwtdow.was 
whipped in Liaquatpur south of 
Lahore after two years in jail on 
adultery charges. Officials said 
nothing was known about the man 
involved. t 

"This form of physical torture is 
degrading, unnecessary, brutal 
and a direct violation of the dec- 
laration of human rights to which 
Pakistan is a signatory." the 
Women’s Action Forum |WAF> 
and the Pakistan Women's Law- 
yers' Association said in a joint 
statement in Lahore. 

The WAF in the twin cities of 
Islamabad and Rawalpindi said 
Lhe flogging offered a show of cal- 
lousness towards women to Ihe 
thousands who watched it "for 
lack of healthier forms of ent- 
ertainment." 

A blind teenage girl raped by 
two men near Sahiwal. south-west 
of Lahore, just escaped her 1 5 las- 
hes for adultery last month when 
Pakistan's highest Islamic tri- 
bunal. the Federal Shariat Court, 
suspended the sentence passed in 
July. 

The district co urt trying the case 


took the fact that Safia Begum 
bore a child — who later died — as 
proof of the act. 

But the accused rapists, a father 
and son who employed Safia as a 
maid, were both Jet off for lack of 
evidence. 

The ire of the women's groups 
rose last month when a com- 
mission drawing up a blueprint for 
the Islamic democracy Gen. Zia 
wants to introduce said women 
candidates for election would 
have to be over 50 and have the 
consent of their husbands. 

The new evidence law. passed 
by the federal council Iasi March, 
would make a man’s testimony 
wonh twice that of a woman, in 
line with what Islamic scholars 
here argue is the teaching of the 
Koran. 


Alt hough* the educated and 
mainly well-off women activists 
form only a small pan of Pak- 
istan's male-dominated society, 
women such as Nusrat and Ben- 
azir Bhutto, widow and daughter 
of hanged Prime Minister Zulfikar 
AJi Bhutto, wield considerable inf- 
luence among opposition parties. 

They became political figures in 
their own righL after Gen. Zia ove- 
rthrew Mr. Bhutto in 1977. 

Only 14 per cent of Pakistani 
women can read and write, com- 
pared to with national -average of 
about 25 per cent. 


BELFAST tR) — British armv 
chiefs are embarrassed by charges 
they are using uniformed tailors' 
dummies to help out cm guard dut- 
ies in Northern Ireland. The cha- 
rge. made by Protestant hardliner 
the Rev. Ian Paisley, was backed 
up by photographs in two Belfast 
newspapers of a dummy standing 
guard in a sentryposi at Hotyrood. 
* kilometres outside Belfast, a 
B ritish army spokesman refused 
to confirm or deny, telling Reu- 
ters: ” rhe use or non-use of 
dummy soldiers is a matter of sec- 
urity policy that we do not' dis- 
cuss.” Rev. Paisley said dummies 
were used in watchtoweis at the 
big Maze Prison because of spe- 
nding cuts by the British gov- 
ernment. Army sources said the 
British commander in the pro- 
vince. Lt. Gen. Sir Robert Ric- 
hardson. has ordered a report on 
how widespread the practice is. 


Chinese police to 
be given sirens 


PEKING (Rj — Police cars, fire 
engines and ambulances thr- 
oughout China must all be equ- 
ipped with sirens and flashing 
lights by May Day 1 UN4. the Peo- 
ple's Daily said Sunday. Reg- 
ulations issued by the newly- 
instituted ministry of public sec- 
urity set an upper noise level for 
the sirens of 1 15 decibels and said 
they should not be used after mid- 
night. It remained to be seen whe- 
ther sirens would succeed w here 
car horns fail in stopping Chinese 
cyclists and pedestrians from get- 
ting in the way of oncoming motor 
traffic. 


Homosexual allowed 
to be boy scout 


LOS ANGELES [Ri - Fhe boy 
scouts of America may not cxpelja 
member simply because he is a 
homosexual a Californian court 
of appeal Has ruled. The court said 
the rights of former Eagle scout 
Timothy Curran. 21. were vio- 
lated when scout officials in San 
Francisco expelled him two years 
ago after being informed that he 
was a homosexual. In a 3s-page 
decision, the court said: “Using 
the standard of homosexuality as 
the basis of expulsion is sub- 
stantively arbitrary and therefore 
violative of the common-law right 
of fair procedure." Curran, a uni- 
versity student, said: “I am ple- 
ased by the decision. I think it 
would be a hard for anyone to 
prove to a judge ihat 1 am an imm- 
oral person." 


Over 51m employed 
in defence activities 


GENEVA (Ri — More than 51 
million people are directly or ind- 
irectly employed in defence- 
related activities, the Int- 
ernational Labour Organisation 
llLOi reported. It said military 
and paramilitary personnel num- 
ber 32 million, civil servants emp- 
loyed in defence ministries and 
departments four million, workers 
in arms industries 5.5 million and 
employees in intermediate sectors 
and services 9.y million. Two out 
of eyery three are in advanced 
countries. The ILO report, quo- 
ting U.N. figures, said total con- 
version of expenditure on arms 
industries would result in a net 
creation of 5 .5 million jobs. About 
S(i per cent of these jobs would be 
created ict four countries — the 
United States, the Soviet Union. 
Britain and France. 


Kenyan press urges 
sex education 


NAIROBI (R> — Kenya’s best- 
selling newspaper urged the gov- 
ernment Sunday to start sex edu- 
cation in schools to stop sch- 
oolgirls getting pregnant. “There 
can be -no valid reason- why stu- 
dents should be left in ignorance 
on a subject thai is so crucial to 
their lives.” the Sunday Nation 
said in an editorial. In recent 
months all Kenyan newspapers 
have carried letters and comments 
about so-caSed "s:t%ar daddies" 
who have sexual relations with 
schoolgirls. The nation said that 
lack of sex education meant that 
“the girls' ignorance makes h eas- 
ier for irresponsible men to com- 
promise the-gSris! future.’' The 
newspaper, editorial was in res- 
ponse to a readct’s letter which 
said schoolgirls were-” as innocent -
